The Fish and Game Associations 
of Crossfield, Carstairs, Didsbury 
and Olds have been promised 300 
adult pheasants to be released at 
a central point in the territory 
and it is expected that these pheas- 


ants will arrive within the next 
few days. 
At a mecting called several days 


ego by Ralph Sicotte, regional rep- 
resentative of the Alberta’ Fish 
and Game Association, it was de- 
cided to split the pheasant ship 
ment and release half of them 
west of Didsbury and the other 
half in an area south west of Car 
stairs. Since the Alberta Associa 
tion demands that the pheasants 


ill] be released in one location, 
this decision has now been chang: 
ed and the pheasants will all be 
released west of Carstairs 

Posting of the area and the ar 
rangements for the release of the 
pheasants will be handled by the 


Associations concerned, 
Sicotte of Olds, Irwin Klein) and 
faymond Fulkerth of Didsbury, A. 
Scheer and L. irwin of Carstairs 
and D. Casey and E. Meyers of 
Crossfield are the members dele- 
gated to supervise the release of 
the birds, 

The area will be posted to give 
the birds protection against hunt- 
,ers for the next year. A systematic 
patrol of the area and periodic in- 
spection will be made, 

The committee is now posting 
the area in preparation for the 
release of the pheasants and when 
the birds arrive they will be im- 
{mediately released under supervis- 
ion of the local committee. 
| The original plan was to release 
jfive hundred pheasants’ in this 
area, but owing to a decrease in 
the number of birds raised, the 
allottments all over the province 
were reduced so that equitable dis- 
tribution could be made,

And there are people who get out a whole lot of cans 
of this and that, change their minds about taking the 
stuff and if they put it back, place it on the wrong 
shelves. This variety also manages to slide prices 
along to another section, disarrange displays and push 
their thumbs through the tomatoes. 

Of course, your grocer adds, there are also hund- 
reds of people who don't remind him that he makes a 
very easy living, when they have a grievance draw 
his attention to it quietly and reasonably, pay their 
hills promptly, thank him for special service, phone 
their orders in early so that they can be got ready 
and wish him a Merry Christmas as if they meant it. 
It takes all kinds to make a world, and Nanton has all 
of them, says your grocer.—Nanton News.

‘its after effects in paralysed limbs 
can be so tragic, It is interesting 


jthough to note that the risk of 
being run down and maimed by 
fan automobile, whieh does not 


frighten many people, is probably 
much greater than the risk of be- 
ing maimed by infantile paralysis. 
The disease is one mainly of 
temperate climates, and in point 
of fact, like measles, probably 
every one of us has been attacked 
by the virus causing it at some 
;time or other during the first fif- 
teen or twenty years of our lives. 
In the vast majority of cases the 
attack has been so mild, or our 
resistance has been so great, that 
the clinical effects, the symptoms, 
of infantile paralysis have been 
completely lacking. But that one 
attack has given us the immunity 
to resist other, more virulent, at- 
tacks, It is only where the first 
attack has been more severe than 
usual, or where resistance has 
been weakened through some. cir- 
cumstance or other, that symptoms 
have manifest themselves, That is 
to say, some degree of paralysis 
ihas made itself apparent, And be 
{it noted, that the great majority of 
these recover completely. 
| The cause of infantile: paralysis 
is a tiny organism known as a 
virus. A virus is a good deal smal- 
ier than the ordinary germ = caus- 
;ing, say pneumonia or searlet 
|fever, Viruses are parasites, and 
wrow only in living cells. Some of 
them grow only ino certain. types 
fof cells, and the virus) of polio- 
tnvelitis grows only in the 
jcells of the spinal cord and brain. 
jit it through attacking these nerve 
fcells which control the movement 
fof museles that paralysis of such 
muscles occurs, There are probably 


jmany different strains of the in- 
jfantile paralysis virus, 
|} The malady may occur at any 


ltime of the year, but it is during 
‘the late summer and fall that 
poliomyelitis usually reaches the 
{proportion of an epidemic. That is 
to say, any time from now on we 
must be on our guard, It is) of 


course quite impossible to say 
whether we shall witness an out: 
break this year, next year, or 
When—-we know too little as yet 


We are not certain as yet as to 
the mode of dissemination—the 
manner of spread—of the disease 
The virus has been isolated fro: 
the nose, throat and bow! dis 
charges of persons before the ill- 
ness has made itself manifest, I 
has also been isolated from 
common housefly and from sewage 
Milk has been indicated on more 
than one occasion, 

And now what can we do to 
minimize the possibility, or at 
least the severity, of an outbreak?
